New York, Jan.15.—Four men were 
killed and ten injured, five dangerous­ 
ly, in an explosion aboard submarine 
E-2 while it was undergoing repairs in 
dry dock. One of the killed was an en­ 
listed electrician, 
while 
the 
other 
three were civilian workers. At least 
three of those hurt are not expected 
to live. 
Although the detonation was terri­ 
fic, the submarine from the outside 
shows no etiects of the explosion. 
It 
is the second fatal accident of its kind 
in the history of the navy. 
The ap­ 
paratus was badly shattered, but. the 
vessel’s shell was so tight that there 
was no means for the escape of the gas 
which has accumulated. 
It was more 
than an hour before the bodies could 
be recovered. 
Several officers, who attempted to 
enter the submarine at the head of a 
rescue party were driven off by the 
fumes. 
The deck of the suDmarine 
was entirely blown out. 
Rear Admiral Usher was listening 
to a speech being delivered in Wash­ 
ington when he wTas informed of the 
explosion. 
He hurried to the scene. 
An aide of Secretary Lansing accom­ 
panied the navy official. 
It was reported at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon that a number of bodies 
were still enclosed in the inside of 
the submarine.

The most effective treatment for 
the control of apple blight consists 
in cutting out the diseased parts. 
In 
young 
orchards 
and 
in 
nurseries 
where there is naturally but little 
blight, and in old orchards in seasons 
when blight is not serious, by cutting 
out every blighted twig and canker 
as soon as possible, giving special at­ 
tention to the body and base of the 
tree, a bad outbreak may be prevented 
in following years. 
It is also neces­ 
sary to destroy all blight in the neigh­ 
borhood on wild or cultivated trees as 
the bees may carry it long distances, j 
Bees are, however, necessary to pol- j 
lenate the flowers. 
When old bearing trees are badly 
infected, winter is the best time to 
cut out the blight. 
The cuts on large 
branches or in the trunk should be 
brushed with a disinfectant and when 
dry protected by painting with white 
lead in linseed oil. 
In cutting blight 
in the growing season, it is important 
to wipe the pruning instrument after 
each cut on a cloth or sponge wet with 
either 
carbolic 
acid, 
concentrated 
lime-sulphur, 5 per cent formalin, or 
other disinfectant to prevent reinfec­ 
tion of the next cut. 
Cut twice sev­ 
eral inches below where the blight 
shows, as in spring the germs extend 
much farther in than they show on 
tho outside.

can no more afford to keep unprofitable 
land than they can afford to keep un­ 
profitable cows. 
Idle land w'hieh is 
not growing more valuable is like a 
boarder in the dairy herd; it eats up 
part of the profit made elsewhere. 
Good farm management may or may 
not call for the opening of an actual 
book account with the wood lot, but 
every good farmer needs to know at 
the close of the year whether he is 
richer or poorer for his timbered land. 
It costs money to hold land. 
Every 
acre means carrying cost. The tenant 
farmer pays this cost in rent. 
The 
man who works his own farm should 
be able to earn at least 
rent and 
wages. 
If he sold the farm and put 
the money in a good savings bank it 
would yield him a yearly income with 
out the lifting of a finger. 
His farm 
is an investment. It should be a pay­ 
ing investment. 
If the w'ood lot does not directly or 
indirectly compensate for taxes and 
interest allowance on its value, it is 
not doing its share toward making the 
farm pay. It is being carried at a net 
loss.

Bacon should be smoked for two days 
and hams from three to three and one- 
half days.

for economics and geography.

000,000 into Italian enterprises. There 
are but few purely German companies 
of importance in Italy, he says, bul, 
on tile other hand, numerous Germans 
have actively participated iii the work­ 
ing of Italian companies without put­ 
ting any money into them. 
Revenue 
statistics indicate that last year the 
total of taxed foreign capital in Italy 
was 
approximately 
$100,000,000, 
of 
which, roughly, $60,000,000 was French 
and Belgian, $22,000,000 British ane 
only $5,00,000 German, more than hall* 
of which latter sum is represented by 
iwo most prominent German steam­ 
ship lines. W hat there is of “German 
penetration,” says 
Signor 
Nit ii, 
is 
chiefly represented by individual Ger­ 
mans who act, or have acted as man­ 
agers of Italian banks and as agents 
of French, Belgian and British trading 
corporations. 
The Italian authority 
further 
re­ 
marks with disappointment that Amer­ 
ican capital holds aloof from Italian 
financial undertakings, “which is the 
more regrettable since America is the 
only country which the Italians need 
not suspect of ulterior motives,” and 
he adds that the great volume of Ital 
ian exports and labor to the United 
States would seem to justify the ex­ 
pectation that Americans would shew 
more interest in Italian finances.”

Corps, Jan. 21.—The 
First 
Siberian 
regiment, which with others of the 
First Siberian Corps, turned the tide 
of battle at Lodz when 
a 
Russian 
army was almost 
completely 
envel­ 
oped by the Germans, and which bore 
the brunt of the fighting before War­ 
saw, has a history dating back two 
hundred years. It was created in 1720 
by Peter the Great. 
It was the regi­ 
ment sent in the Chinese expedition in 
1900-02, and for its services aj that 
time it was awarded a flag with a 
special inscription by 
the 
emperor. 
It was apart of the First Manchurian 
army iii the Japanese war and fought 
it 
Lo-Yan, 
Chai-IIai 
and 
Mukden. 
Much has been written about their 
intrepid valor during that struggle. 
When 
the 
present 
emperor, 
as 
heir to the throne, went to the far 
east, he christened the regiment his 
own, with the right to bear his init­ 
ials upon their shoulder straps. This 
special distinction lins created a bond 
of 
sympathy 
and 
good-fellowship 
among orficcrs and men. 
The regi­ 
ment has many gifts from 
the 
em­ 
peror and from foreign visitors and 
from other regiments, creating a col­ 
lection of great historic value as well. 
When the regiment is at home, at 
very feast or function a chair is kept 
it the head of the table or in the 
place of honor for the emperor. Above 
it always is placed his portrait, one 
>f his many gifts. At regimental din­ 
ners the portrait is veiled until the 
oasts are reached, when it is uncov­ 
ered and the first toast is to his im- 
lerial majesty. 
The place at the ta­ 
ble is served as though the emperor 
vere present in fact. 
Another tradition of this regiment, 
vvhich is ancient and abandoned by 
leady all other Siberians, is the pre 
mentation of the winecup. It is rarely 
observed except when the emperor is 
iresent 
or 
for 
other distinguished 
meats. 
To the singing of a special 
•egimental song in which the guest is 
uldressed by his Christian name and 
n the familiar “thou” and “thee” he 
s offered successive cups of wine and 
lrged to “drink to the bottom in the 
lame of our friendship.” 
After the 
bird repetition it is customary for the 
most to break the glass, whereupon 
he sentiments of fellowship are ex- 
>ressed by cheers and song.

SUITABLE PLACE FOR CREAM 


Arrangement 
Shown 
in 
Illustration 
Answers Purpose Quite Well— 
Little Souring Results. 


(By CARL E. LEE.) 
Most farmers would deliver a better 
grade of cream if they had a suitable 
place for keeping it until it is deliv­ 
ered. 
No one should attem pt to keep 
the cream in the cellar or in a large 
tank of water where the daily pump­ 
ing is not sufficient to keep it cool. If 
a suitable place cannot be built in a 
well-constructed 
milkhouse the foi 
lowing arrangement answers the pur­ 
pose quite well. 
Caring for the cream at the proper 
time by any of the methods given be­ 
low will result in very little souring 
at the end of two days. 
Make a small watertight box of two- 
inch material and of sufficient size to 
hold all the cream can s.necessary in 
handling the cream. 
This box should 
have a tight-fitting cover, and be di­ 
vided into sections by means of rods 
which will prevent single cans from 
upsetting when left alone in the tank. 
The best place for this tank is in the 
milkhouse. It may be placed between 
the well pump and the stock-watering

It is often argued that sheep should 
be kept by farmers because they live 
in lean pastures and are useful in rid­ 
ding the fields of weeds, getting much 
of their living from what other stock 
will not eat and that the farm is much 
better rid of.

In fact, weed de­ 
struction should be only an incident. 
The value of the sheep is in wool, 
lambs and mutton. 
To do their best 
iii these lines, sheep need and should 
have as good treatment as other do­ 
mestic animals. 
Sheep may live on past ii res that 
would not sustain horses or cattle, but 
they will not do their best on such

They must eat and t il us de­ 
stroy weeds and even sprouts and 
brambles, that other stock would not 
touch but such growths do not make 
their best feed.

Havana, Cuba, Jan. 21.—The ques­ 


tion of the increase of the army and 
navy of Cuba continues to come up 


for occasional agitation in the press, 
but seems to excite 
no popular re­ 
sponse. 
Teh few advocates of Cuban 
“preparedness’’ base their argument 
on the possibility of the United States 
being drawn into the European con-! 
flict, in which event they fear that I 
the wealth of Cuba might excite the 
cupidity of some of the combatants, 
who might seize upon her attitude of 
dependency on the United States as 
an excuse to violate her neutrality. 
That Cuba could raise an army of 
several hundred thousand men is obvi­ 
ous, but there are very few, if any, 
Cubans who can see the faintest ne­ 
cessity for it. 
Cuba's 
army 
as 
it 
stands is a large force for such a 
small country to maintain. It is some­ 
what over ten thousand strong, which 
would be about the equivalent, in pro­ 
portion to population, of a standing 
army of half a million men in the 
United States. Its function is not the 
repelling of foreign invasion, but the 
maintenance of domestic 
order, 
for 
which it is admirably adapted, its dis­ 
cipline, organization 
and 
equipment 
leaving nothing to be desired. 
The 
only official action looking even re­ 
motely towards an increase 
of 
the 
national forces has been a tentative 
study of the establishment of a na­ 
tional militia. It is highly improbable, 
however, it will ever be considered 
seriously. 
The Cuban navy, which, up to the 
time of the restoration of the republic 
at the end of the second intervention, 
was know’n as the revenue cutter ser­ 
vice and was under the control of the 
secretary of the treasury, as in the 
United States, aspires to play a more 
and more important role as time goes 
on. 
The 
fleet 
now possesses two 
small modern cruisers and 
there 
is 
talk of purchasing one or two of the 
older gunboats now 
in 
the 
United 
States navy, and also of acquiring a 
submarine or two and some hydro­ 
planes. Strong efforts are being made 
by Capt. Morales Cuello, the command­ 
ing officer of the navy, to rear up a 
corps of competent 
young 
officers. 
Hitherto the lads 
have 
had 
their 
training aboard the schoolship Patria, 
which makes frequent practice cruises 
in 
Caribbean 
waters, but plans are 
now’ being made to establish a regular 
naval academy along the lines of An­ 
napolis, on the Bay of Mariel, about 
thirty miles from Havana, to which 
will be attached the Patria and some 
smaller vessels to serve as practice 
craft for tho cadets. 
It is probable 
that tw’o Cuban officers now serving 
aboard 
ships 
of the United States 
navy will be ordered to the academy 
to serve as professors.

Guard," the crack Parisian regiment, 
whose band was heard in America in 
1904, is not expected to do duty out­ 
side of the entrenched camp of Paris 
but it has, however, 
furnished 
516 
men to fill gaps in both cavalry and 
infantry regiments, and earned 164 
citations in orders of the day with 
nine crosses of the Legion of Honor, 
21 military medals and 99 war-crosses. 
Tho guard is recruited among men 
who have accomplished their regular 
military career in this select Paris­ 
ian corps. 
Many of them are subaltern offi­ 
cers; none of 
them 
are 
untrained 
men. 
Their particular service is to 
protect the capital, act as escort of 
honor to visiting notables and guard 
public buildings, such as the Bank of 
France. 
In September, just after the battle 
of the Marne, General Gallieni, then 
the military governor of Paris, asked 
for volunteers to fill up the comple­ 
ment of officers and the ranks of 
some regiments of 
infantry;

W hile grapes w ill grow satisfacto­ 
rily in almost any typo of soil, if given 
proper management, the type best suit­ 
ed for grape culture is one permitting 
deep penetration and an unrestricted 
spread of th" rootlets. 
The ground 
should be strong enough to produce 
without tho addition of a fertilizer.

Soluble salts should not occur In ex­ 
cess, although tho vine will endure 
large proportions of alkali. 
The deep rooting of grapevines is 
absolutely 
essential 
to 
long-lived 
plants and tho production of large 
yields of excellent fruit. 
In irrigated 
sections, where rainfall does not oc­ 
cur during the growing season, tho 
depth of root penetration is deter­ 
mined by the abundance and location 
of the moisture. 
Loose, open soils, 
wetting easily to a good depth, per­ 
mit deep penetration of the soil-mass 
with feeding roots. 
Vines in such 
soils make vigorous top growth, with 
corresponding well developed stems 
and spurs, and aro capable, if prop­ 
erly pruned, of bearing enormous crops 
of well developed fruit of desirbie 
quality. 
Compact soils, carrying large 
percentages of moisture near the sur­ 
face and none below, cause the plants 
lo become shallow rooted. 
The min­ 
eral food supply is consequently lim­ 
ited and tho roots aro subjected to 
extreme and rapid changes of temper­ 
ature and moisture. 
Such plants pro­ 
duce inferior fruit, the yielding dur­ 
ing season varies greatly, the produc­ 
ing lifetime of the plant is short, and 
tho vincj’ard is likely to result in 
financial loss. 
Tho selection of the 
right typo of soil is therefore very 
essential to success. 
Pruning and training arc also impor­ 
tant factors lo consider in the culture 
of grapes. 
In the overhead system tho vinos 
are carried upon a canopy of over­ 
head arbor six feet above the ground, 
consisting of three horizontal wires 
stretched at tho same height. 
The

center wire is fastened to posts wdiich 
are placgd at regular intervals, and 
tho side wires are attached 
three- 
foot cross arms of w’ood fastened to 
the posts. 
The head of the vine is 
annually cut back to five canes and 
live spurs. The canes are fastened on 
the wires, two in one direction and 
three in the other, this division being 
alternated each year. 
A and B shows 
vines pruned and unpruned, trained 
according to this system. 
In tho single cross-wire system posts 
are set eight feet apart each way and 
made to 
project 
six 
and 
one-half 
feet above the ground, a single wire 
running on top from post to post in 
both directions. 
A single trunk vine 
is trained up each post, four canes 
being run from it at the top of the 
post and one cane is fastened to each 
of tho radiating wires. 
These canes 
are renewed each year. 


Pruning Blackberries. 
It is best to prune blackberries in 
the fall. Usually only five or six canes 
from each root should be allowed to 
grow% the others being pulled out while 
they are still* small. W hen the canes 
arc two and one-half to three feet 
high the tips should be cut or pinched 
back two or three inches. This checks 
upw’ard growth and 
many 
laterals 
push out These laterals bear the fruit 
the following season.

junction of roads leading to Teheran, 
Ispahan, Yezd and other points. It is 
the center of the 
telegraph system 
of Persia. The German minister, the 
Prince of Reuss. the disbanded rem­ 
nants of

Persian constabulary, 
with some of their 
Swedish officers 
and a number of German and Aus­ 
trian m ilitary prisoners w'ho escaped 
from the Russians had gathered at 
the town before the 
Russians came. 
Kum is an interesting 
place his­ 
torically, as it

tho shrine 
of Fatim a the Immaculate, w'ho died 
in the year 816. The mosque which 
stands over her remains is celebrat­ 
ed for its gridded dome and minarets, 
which can bo seen 
at 
a great dis­ 
tance away. Many of the old Persian 
kings were 
brought 
here for burial 
and lie in the cemeteries under slabs 
of flat stone. Because of its shrines, 
Kum has a 
reputation 
for sanctity 
throughout the Mohammedan 
w'orld.

and that now promises to come into 
being—provided we show the requi­ 
site wisdom and patience.

tion was acquired by the systematic 
co-operation of common ini and dip­ 
lomatic agencies. 
The commerce of 
these old world 
countries 
was ad­ 
justed to the South 
American coun­ 
tries. The European 
representatives 
acquired the language, conformed to 
the customs and met the demands of 
trade. We haven’t done that 
to any 
appreciable degree, and we must do 
it if pan-Americanism in its truest 
sense is to mean anything hut a hy­ 
phenated phrase. We must acquire a 
working knowledge 
of 
the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages. We must 
learn the 
South 
American customs 
and etiquette; we 
must 
offer 
the 
kind of goods that are wanted down 
there and we must pack them prop­ 
erly; we must 
have 
banking facili­ 
ties to carry 
on 
business, 
and we 
must have ships 
to 
carry our mer­ 
chandise. Not only must wa have a 
merchant marine, but we must have 
a naval power of sufficient strength 
to enforce respect. 
Without 
these 
equipments we can not hope to meas­ 
ure up to the great idea and reaffir­ 
mations of the Monroe doctrme, 
be 
they ever so solemn, 
will 
not have 
much weight or significance. 
The knitting of 
relations between 
the United States and the other re­ 
publics on this continent 
is 
a very 
important part of 
the 
program of 
preparedness 
and 
defense 
that is 
now before us and that presses for 
attention. It is good to know that the 
president’s words have found favor 
With the neighbors, but unless they 
are followed by acts 
of correspond­ 
ing value a great opportunity will be 
lost.

The 
n refugee camp lies 
in the vacant lot back of the Russian 
hospital. 
For only a short time ago 
Saloniki was a Turkish city, and as 
in all the leading towns of the Otto- 
man empire, each nation with any 
important colony had its own hospi­ 
tal, its own schools, its own post of­ 
fice, as it had its own consulate. So 
there is a Russian hospital at Salon­ 
iki. 


It is an imposing and well equipped 
building in an elaborate 
setting 
of 
formal gardens—such as might sur­ 
round the railway station 
of 
any 
prosperous American suburban town. 
In contrast, the vacant 
lot 
behind 
the hospital grounds is 
barren, 
a 
.dumping ground, full of mud holes, 
undrained and morose. 
Here are pitched some twenty-five 
tents that shelter over twelve hun­ 
dred men, women and-children whose 
whole stock of worldly possessions is 
what they carried with them on their 
flight from war-flayed Serbia. Some 
came by train, before it was too late. 
They have beds, a trunk or two of 
clothing to 
a 
family—possibly 
an 
American sewing machine. 
But most 
fled afoot in the last hours of Ser­ 
bia’s agony, tearing 
their 
peasant 
hearts reluctantly from their native 
soil. 
They have the 
clothes 
they 
stand in. 
Perhaps there is a home­ 
spun blanket between two or three. 
From the inside, the canvas of the 
oval tents shows yellow and opaque, 
under the rain of 
every 
day. 
The 
ground is wet with 
the 
continual 
coming and going of 
muddy 
feet, I 
shod only with flimsy sandals. Badly 
.guttered around the edges, the can­ 
vas walls of the tents let tiny rivu­ 
lets across the floor. In some, the 
women, haunting the 
allies’ 
docks 
and camps, have salvaged 
a 
few 
planks, torn from box tops. 
These 
nailed togeihor serve to raise sleep­ 
ing blankets an inch or two above 
the ground. 
Luxury! 
The greater 
part have spread their wet blankets | stalIation of tllc rccenUy elected 
on the wet earth. 
The men in the ram p by day are* 
old—those too old to fight. 
Or theyj 
are the maimed relics of battle. The 
Serbs who can fight did 
not 
flee. I 
They are with what is left of their 
country’s army, still fighting in the 
mountains of Albania somewhere, or 
on the borderland of Greece. 
The 
women do not know where they are. 
They do not even know if they live. 
And if they he dead, they will never 
know where they died—nor 
where 
they lie buried. 
One tent after another reveals mis­ 
ery 
indescribable. 
Around 
their 
sides, in the pouring rain, feeble old 
men, clad in patched rags, seek to 
dam the torrents 
th at 
continually 
break through the earth dykes and 
seep into the tents. 
Others lie on 
the 
ground 
within, 
wrapped 
in 
blankets, too wretched to move. 
The 
hospital is full of the more seriously 
ailing—there is no room for those 
who are simply slightly ill, or weary. 
At one end of a tent, seated on a 
petroleum box, as if enthroned, is a 
young woman, a shawl drawn over 
her head. 
She is rocking to and fro, 
moaning. 
From time to 
time 
she 
buries her face in the torn rag of 
what was once a pillow 
slip, 
held 
clutched in her lap. 
Her shoulders 
shake with the rythm of expressed 
grief. 
Old women, squatting on the 
ground about her in a semi-circle at 
a little distance furble at inconse­ 
quent tasks, chattering Uke a Greek 
chorus. 
No one speaks to her. 
Only 
occasionally the children come and 
stand staring with the cruel curiosity 
of youth, whispering 
among 
them­ 
selves. 
H er baby was ill when 
she 
left 
Ghevgheli a week .ago. 
There was 
no food for him on the journey afoot. 
The bitter wind of the Vardar valley 
bit through the 
inadequate 
shawl. 
The boy died at last in her arms. 
She had to bury him there, in a hol­ 
low grave hastily dug by a French 
soldier. 
Such fairly able-bodied

there are among the refugees are em­ 
ployed by the allied armies in con­ 
struction work, on the fortifications 
now hurriedly building around Sal­ 
oniki.

SPRAYING L i CODLINS MOTH 


Insect That Causes Wormy Apples 
May Be Controlled by Application 
of Arsenate of Lead.

The codling moth is the insect that 
usually causes wormy apples. 
The

appear 
in

about 
the time the apple trees are in bloom, 
and they remain for several weeks. 
They deposit their eggs on the smooth

surfaces of the leaves near the fruit 
and at times on Fie stems of the 
young fruit. The eggs hatch in a few 
days and the larvae of this first brood 
usually crawl to the blossom end of 
the apple and eat their way in. When 
the larva (worm) is full grown it eats 
its way out of the apple and goes into 
the pupa stage under any kind of rub­ 
bish 
or 
rough 
bark. 
The 
adult 
emerges, giving us the second brood, 
beginning about six or seven weeks 
after the bloom falls. 
The best spray for codling moth is 
arsenate of lead. 
Arsenate of lead 
paste should be used at a strength of 
about two and one-half pounds to 59 
gallons cf water.

Among Poultry Flocks Other 
Than That of Disease. 


So often chickens die in a mysteri­ 
ous manner, both the young and old 
flocks—some members of 
each 
at 
least. The owner is puzzled and looks 
about for a name of this strange dis­ 
ease, often seeking advice abroad. 
Perhaps he gets an answer that might 
fit the symptoms, perhaps he does not, 
and wonders why his fowls died after 
all of his caution and care. 
Chickens die of many things and 
for many reasons other than discase. 
Young chickens especially will eat 
many things the old ones may not 
touch. 
For instance, young chickens 
will eat toadstools, and these grow 
thick and fast in manure piles and 
other places where chickens dig. Toad­ 
stools will kill, finally. The chicks act 
sick, lose flesh rapidly, mope about, get 
dizzy when trying to walk, then die. 
Unless you have definite symptoms 
of certain diseases, always look about 
first for the reason of sickness in 
fowls from something they have eaten.

It is important that their houses be 
well ventilated, so as Lo furnish fresh, 
pure air at all times; for if they are 
compelled to breathe impure air which 
arises from the filth of the henhouse, 
which is bound to accumulate, they 
will be apt to contract some disagree­ 
able disease which may prove costly 
before cured.

Renew All Nests and Dust Pullets and 
Hens With Powder to Effectu­ 
ally Eradicate Vermin. 


(By A. C. SMITH. Poultryman. Univer­ 
sity Farm , St. Paul.

Refill the nests with straw or excel­ 
sior, and dust the pullets and hens 
thoroughly with insect powder. 
Re­ 
peat this application in a week or ten 
days, for the nests especially. 
This should effectually destroy all 
body lice and these pests should not 
bother the birds for some time, espe­ 
cially if in addition to the dust bath 
a handful of sulphur or insect powder 
is put into each nest.

began to grow” a little doubtful of Mr. 
Ford’s supposed gift and of the suc­ 
cess of the expedition. 
“I studied Mme. Schwimmer’s origi­ 
nal message again. She said, in strict 
confidence, that part of the $200,000 
should be employed to further the con­ 
ference at The Hague, to engage head­ 
quarters, and the rest of the money 
would he forthcoming in a brief time. 
“Then, when I was still wondering 
about Mme. Schwimmer’s silence, I 
was surprised to get a cablegram from 
Miss Addams, which said:
